Cause of Explosion Unknown. . 

> No one can tell the cause of the explosion. 
It occurred at 12:30 o’clock and blew out the 
entire front of the store with terrific force.

The glass and débris were blown 
across the street, and a small boy who was 
in front of the building was carried across 
the street by the concussion. People on the 
street near the store were thrown down. | 
Others living in the neighborhood who were 
at dinner at the time were thrown from their 
seats to the floor. Windows in houses a 
‘block distant were blown out. A second ex- 
plosion follewed almost immediately after 
the first, but it was not so violent. 

Fire started in several parts of the building 
almost at.the same time and a panic ensued. 
Mrs. Williams, who lived on the second floor 
over the Rittenburg store, rushed into the 


shall street, in the rear of Main street, ran 
to her assistance, but Mrs. Williams dropped 
dead. Her body was burned to a crisp. 
Charies Williams, her husband, who was a 
cripple, wis found dead in bed after the fire 
was extinguished. 

Mrs. William Adamson, who also lived on 
the second floor, jumped from the window 
and was killed. Her body was found in the 


yard where she fell. 


Flames Cut Off Escape. | 
On the third floor lived Michael McGlone 
and his wife.

PEACHER BUILDS A HOUSE 


Man Who Occupies the Chair of Eng- 

lish Language at Northwestern Uni- 

_ wersity, Together with Two of His 

Students, Working Daily on the Con- 

struction of a $10,000 Residence — 

Does the Building Because He Can 
Suit Himeelt. 


The spectacle of a university professor 
building his own house, with the assistance 


of some of the students of the institution in 


which he teaches, may now be seen In Evans- 
ton. Professor J. Scott Clark, who occupies 
the chair of English language at Northwest- 
ern University, is working daily upon a 
$10,000 residence in Sheridan road, and has. 
as helpers Gilbert Sabin and Walter A. 
Stultz, members of the freshman class at the 
Methodist institution. | 

The work is not altogether new to Pro- 
fessor Clark, as he has already constructed 
three houses which still stand as monuments 
to his skill. 
East before Professor Clark came to Evans- 
ton, while the third was erected in Evanston 
several years ago. The professor-builder 
gays in explanation that he can suit himself 
better than others can suit him. 


Teacher Becomes a Builder. 

Up to a few months ago Professor Clark 
lived in Chicago avenue, some distance from 
the university campus. He decided to erect 
a residence which would be nearer the scene 
of bis daily labors, and orders were given to 
an architect to draw plans for a $10,000 house 
in Sheridan road, just north of Hamlin street, 
and directly opposite the Orrington Lunt 

A contract was made for the masonry 
work of the house, which is to be of brick, 
with a high stone foundation. The founda- 
tion was completed two weeks ago, and since 
that time Professor Clark has put in his 
time on the carpentering, assisted by the 
two students. | 
- Professor Clark appears at the building 
shortly before 7 o'clock and sets his two 
assistants to work. Then he leaves for 
breakfast, and at 8 o’clock he returns, 


dressed in coarse shoes, heavy white duck 


trousers, a dark flannel shirt, and a white 
tennis cap. : | 
‘Even Forgets to Eat. 
The professor works hard until 12:30, when 
he usually leaves for lunch, though on one 
occasion he became so deeply interested in 
his work that he forgot all about such mun- 
dane pleasure as.eating. At 1:30 he returns 
to work and remains until 5:30 o’clock, when 
he and his assistants ‘‘ knock off.. 
Mrs. Clark appears occasionally to watch 
the progress of the work. The two children, 
a boy of 10 years and a girl two years young- 
er, are nearly always to be seen playing about 
the building or watching their father pound 
or manipulate a saw. | 
The educator’s helpers say that he has not 
yet been seen to pound his finger with the 
hammer, and they are wondering if he will 
act like other carpenters when he does. 
Professor Clark expects to have the house 
finished: when the university opens, late in 
September. pe.

Kiowa-Comanche Tribes Declared to Be 
Meeting with Idea of Resisting Open- 
ing of New Territory. 


Wichita, Kas., June 21.—I[ Special. Word 
was received in this city today to the ef- 
fect that the Indians in the Kiowa-Comanche 
country had held a council and decided to use 
force if necessary to keep the whites from 
settling upon their lands when the President 
declares the opening for settlement. This 
action was taken as soon as the decision of 
the Superior Court was made known to them. 
The Indians are now holding a big meeting 
on Cob Creek, near the Fort Sill reserva- 
tion, and reports from Anadarko are to the 
effect that they are arming themselves ready 
to make 4 raid on the whites, who are now 
gathered along the border. The white peo- 
ple, about 5,000 in number, camped near 
Chickasha, are in need bt food, having been 
along the border waiting for the opening so 
long that they are out of money to buy any- 
thing to eat. These are the people the In- 
dians are planning to attack, and the whites 


are greatly frightened.

Convention in Alabama Provi des for 
Arbitration Board and Strikes at Ne- 
gro Vote—Suffrage Up at Richmond. 


Montgomery, Ala., June 21.—In the con- 
stitutfonal convention today an ordinance 
was introduced creating a Board of Arbitra- 
tion, The report of the Committee on Pre- 
amble and Declaration of Rights recom- 
mends the following features new to the 
Alabama constitution: 

No law shall be passed to curtail or re- 
strain the liberty of speech and the liberty 
of the press; a defendant to have the right 
to testify in his own behalf; the General As- 
sembly to be prohibited from giving any ex- 
elusive or irrevocable special privileges or 
immunities; all franchises, privileges, and 
immunities to be subject to revocation, al- 
teration, and amendment; to strike out the 
prohibition against educational or property 
qualification for suffrage. *

The Mayflower and Her Log.“ By Azel 
Ames. Houghton, Mifflin & Co. 

Just as it is difficult to contemplate the 
deeds of the Pilgrim Fathers without enthu- 
siasm, so is it hard to withhold the highest 
praise from the labor of love embodied in 
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The Mayflower and Her Log,“ as 00 
with great patience and acumen by Azel 
Ames, M. D., a member of the Pilgrim so- 
clety. In size the book is a large quarto, 
bound in polished buckram and printed on 
excellent paper with. marginal notes and 
running titles within rules, making a suitable 
and handsome dress for the authoritative 
work. 

Dr. Ames has negheted nothing which 
would give hia book the particularity and 
scope of an encyclopedia, so far as the May- 
flower, its consort, the Speedwell, and their 
ships’ companies are, concerned. All the 
available authorities have been consulted 
and their titles are given in the bibliography 
at the close. By painstaking study of these, 
a number of mooted points have been set at 
rest in several instances, and in others given 
an intelligtbility hitherto dented them, 
Among these, as set forth by the historian, 
may be mentioned: 

A closely approximate list of the passen- 
gers who left Delftshaven on the Speedwell 
for Southampton—the Leyden contingent of 
the Mayflower Pilgrims. 

A closely approximate list of the passen- 
gers who left London in the Mayflower for 
Southampton—the a contingent of the 
Pilgrims. 

The addition of several new names to the 
Ust of the Merchant Adventurers, and the 
demonstration of the fact that Christopher 
Martin and.William Mullins, colonists, were 
also Merchant Adventurers.“ 

With these goes an extended series of facts 
in regard to Robert Cushman, rescuing his 
reputation from a long list of detractors and 
assigning him a position second to none in 
efficient service to the Pilgrims,’’ proving, 
among the rest, that it was Cushman alone 
who turned the tide in the affairs of the 
company on Saturday, June 10-20, 1620, by 
employing a pilot and taking definite action 
toward hiring a ship. 

The most important contribution toward 


a complete understanding of the history of 
the time, however, is found in the demon- 
- stration of the fact that the master of the 


Mayflower was Thomas Jones, and that 
Jones had entered into an intrigue, not with 
the Dutch, as has generally been held, but 
with Sir Ferdinando Gorges and the Eari of 
Warwick, for the purpose of landing the com- 


pany north of the forty-first parallel, steal- 


ing them bodily from the Virginia company 
of London. Dr. Ames has also unearthed the 
fact that John Pierce, one of the Merchant 
Adventurers, was defeated in his personal 
attempt to take title to the lands occupied 
by the colonists, only by the intervention 
of the council " and the crown itself, a com- 
promise being finally effected. 

A minor point, but an interesting one, shows 
that the Mayflower did not enter Plymouth 
harbor alone, as is generally supposed, but 
was accompanied to her anchorage by the 
shallop belonging to the expedition, the 
smaller craft having gone before and pre- 
pared the berth for the larger. It is alto- 
gether likely, as is shown, that Thomas Eng- 
lish was the helmsman during this perilous 
undertaking, the night being one of starm, 
and that to him the preservation of the lives 
of the entire company are due. 

These recitals show the nature of Dr. 
Ames’ labors and the undoubted successes 
which his comparative method has evolved 
from misty and conflicting recitals left by 
the earlier historians. But thisis only a part 
of his undertaking. He has brought forward 
u mass of facts relating to the Mayflower 
and the Speedwell, describi them both 


with a particularity which could hardly be 


bettered: by personal inspection, extending td 
considerations of flag,cargo, previous history, 
quarters, the nature of the food on board, 
the luggage of passengers and their clothing, 
books, firearms, live stock, and much more, 
cven entering into the question of the cabins 
and staterooms 
members of the company. 


Wherever it has been possible illustrations | . 


have been included for the better understand - 
ing of the text, including several maps. The 
frontispiece is engraved by Linton after a 
drawing by Granville Perkins—a_ spirited 
picture of the Mayflower at sea. An appen- 
dix and index provides all the material 
possible for a complete study of the subject, 
many historical originals being included. 
While the historian’s style is necessarily 
that of one setting forth facts whith havé 
hitherto been denied universal acceptance, it 
shows much dispassion and an anxiety rather 


for calm consideration than controversy. It 


is hardly to be expected that the conclu 
sions reached by Dr. Ames will stand as the 
final word upen the subject in an age when 


additional documents are being brought to 


light from unsuspected sources, but until 
something of the most authoritatite nature 
has been thus disclosed his book will remain 
as the standard authority on the entire sub-

Is Crime Officially Countenanced ? 
“The World of Graft.” By Josiah Flynt. 
McClure, Phillips & Co. 

Frank Willard, who writes under the 
pseudonym of Josiah Fiynt,”’ is the great- 
est living authority on actual tramp life, 


basing his actual experience among these 


nomads of civilization upon a certain amount 
of scientific training. The world of the 
tramp and of the professional criminal over- 
lap, as he has pointed out in his ‘‘ Tramping 
with Tramps,” so that his acquaintance and 
authority amang professional criminals and 
the questions arising out of their control 
are necessarily large. He has striven to 
turn these to account in his third book, a 
sequel to Powers that Prey,“ just pub- 
lished with the title The World of Graft.“ 

It is the municipal civilization of the chief 
cities of the United States with which Mr. 
Willard has concerned himself. He has 
talked. with the criminal and semi-criminal 
(tramp) classes of Chicago, New York, and 
Boston, gaining from their representatives 
what seems to be their authoritative opinion 
of the officials of the three chief cities of 
the Mississippi Valley, the Atlantic coast, 
and New England. In brief, it appears that 


| Chicago is regarded as being openly and 


honestly in favor of tramps and criminals, 
so far as its authorities are concerned, that 
New York is equally in favorof permitting 
them to exist though not ostentatiously so, 
and that Boston has a great many more un- 
desirable persons of the two classes within 
her limits than would be there if the authori- 
ties were dead in earenst. As a question of 
casuistry, it is no small matter to tell which 
of the three towns has the worse estate. If, 
as more than one wise man agrees, calling 
things by their real names and the con- 
sequent absence of hypocrisy are evidences 
of the highest progress, Chicago’s supremacy 
is indubitable. 

Since all the persons whom Ma Willard 
quotes are, in the nature of things, criminals 
either presently active or recently reformed, 
their testimony rests almost wholly upon 
his own personal authority. Whether that 
is sufficient to uphold the wholesale indict- 
ment brought against the authorities, say 
in Chiéago, will depend largely upon the 
information at the disposal of his reader. 
If an optimist or a defender of things as they 
are, he will dismiss the charges as unfound- 
if he believes that American cities are 
woefully misgoverned, there is nothing in- 
credible in the frank statement that the 
police authorities make private gain from 
the necessities of criminals, granting them 


immunſty from arrest in return for a share 


of the plunder, the tribute being called, in 
thieves’ patter, “ graft,’ from which the 
title of the book is derived. There have cer- 
tainly been periods in the recent history of 
Chjcago when the prevalence of crime is 
more readily accounted for by the hypothesis 
that Mr. Willard’s informants are right than 
upon any other except that of imbecile in- 
cienc 
the book has importance in 
showing the opinion of criminals, whether 
right or wrong, concerning those who are

The broader human sympathy which is the 
crowning glory of poets of the day is almost 
wholly lacking. A profound philosophy 
which busies itself with the great prob- 
lema of the universe is likewise notable by 
its absence. For them are to read pretti- 
nesses, concerning love and death and faith. 
Mr. Wheeler's work, therefore, shows no 
signs of greatness, and his rank is that of 
minor poet, contenting himself with writing 
minor poetry. 

As for the comparison which is unfortu- 
nately instituted between his work and‘that 
of Stephen Phillips, there is nothing in 
“ Loye in a Mist which touches Christ 
in ades or Marpessa for sustained 
dignity and beauty, nothing comparable with 
The Woman with a Dead Soul” or The 
Wife in sympathy and originality, leaving 
the question of the two dramas out of the 
case. Mr. Wheeler needs more study, more 
breadth, and fewer advance agents. 


Original in Conception. 

“The Inheritors.” By Joseph Conrad 
and Ford M. Hueffer. McClure, Phillips 
& Co. 

The Inheritors " is a curious book, which 
the publishers describe somewhat wildly as 
a Nietzschean romance,” and the authors, 
Joseph Conrad and Ford M. Hueffer, as “ an 
extravagant story.“ which is a much more 
just description. The book has at least the 
germ for a much better novel contained in it, 
though it cannot be said to lack interest of a 
certain sort.. 

There is, it appears, a race of beings who 
inhabit the Fourth Dimension in space, and 
these are men and women without Illusions. 
Ethics and morality, public or private, have 
no eXistence for them, and they expect to in- 
herit the earth through bringing an absolute 
lack of scruple into antagonism with the 
mixed motives which now characterize its 
inhabitants. The hero is a novelist of the 
ordinary sort of human being, and he meets 
one emissaries of the other sort quite 
by chance. She is engaged, together with 
two or three others of her own kind, in a gen- 
eral conspiracy to overthrow the confidence 
of humanity in its leaders by proving them 
all alike guilty of the méanest and most re- 
volting motives. The novelist proves a will- 
ing tool and goes on to his own destruction 
with those who are, in part, his own victims. 

The woman who misleads him is a powerful 
conception, and she gives him perfectly fair 
warning of the end in store for him. If the 
man were as well conceived as the woman, 
instead of being the arrant fool he turns out 
to be, the book would stand out among its 
kind. As it 18, it has the undoubted merit of 
originality, and ought to lead to a work on

of French life while knowing no more of the 
French than he knows of the Tibetans. And 
he would probably hesitate to write a novel 
of German life based upon a study of the first 
five lessons of the German Ollendorff and a 
stay of a few months at the hotel in Berlin, 
where he would be sure to meet nobody en 
cept English tourists. But he, and many 
other writers, do not hesitate to write Ital- 
lan stories. I should like to see a society for 
the prevention of cruelty to Itallans and the 
Italian language. Such a society, if it en. 
isted at the present time, would have brought 
an action long ago against Mr. Hall Caine.

King, meaning Victor Emmanuel III., and 
gives an account of the reception of the 
King's speech on the opentng of Parlament, 
which ts obviously what the Socialists wished 
it should be, rather than the enthusiastic 
reception that it really was. It so happens 
that the present timid King is one of the 
most utterly fearless Princes of hie house, 
and it was never before suggested, that the 
‘House of Savoy bred timid men. Not much | 
ds as yet known of the King’s character, but 
‘the one thing that is universally known— 
that he is fearless and strong- willed-—is con- 
tradicted by Mr. Caine’s Socialist informant, 
and the King is represented as a weak and 
} timid youth. This is only one specimen of 
i Mr. Caine’s profound knowledge of the sub- 
ject of which he writes, but it is enough to 
indicate the value of his book as a picture of 
modern Italy. 
As for Mr, Caf s Italians, they are elther 
Anglo-Saxons, with alleged Italian names, 
or they are as impossible as the heroes and 
heroines of the Italian opera. Mr. Caine 
has no more knowledge of the Italian heart 
and brain than he has of Chinese. The 
Italian is not a difficult person to compre- 
hend, but not much can be learned as to 
him in the drawing-room of the Continental 
Hotel, Rome. Mr. Caine calls his dramatis 
persone Italians, and he lays the scene of 
his story in Rome, but if he had called his 
people by Hungaridn names and laid the 
scenes of his story in the Hungarian capital 
it would have been just as true to life as itis 
at present.

given to Judge Joseph E. Gary on Thursday 
evening. The respect and warmth of feel- 
ing that were apparent beneath all the anec- 
dotes and laughter of the evening were 
spontaneous and genuine.

*OTEAMERS MUST NOT RACE, . 

A Gonsiderable number of new and speedy 
passenger steamers are now running out 
of this port. Between the Captains and 
owners of these new boats there is said to 
be keen rivalry, and it is publicly predicted 
that a number of races are certain to re- 
sult. It is much to be hoped that the men 
who control the various steamship lines will 
see to-it that such races as have been pro- 
| posed are strictly forbidden and prevented, 
No steamboat Captain or owner has a 
right to imperil the lives ot his passengers 
in order to prove that he has the faster 
boat. It cannot be denied that every time 
steamer. takes part in a race the people 
on it are compelled to take greater risks 
than under normal conditions. There was 
enough and to spare of steamboat racing in 
the old days on both the great lakes and the 
Mississippi River, The Prairie Belle was 
not the only boat to blow up during a race 
with “a nigger squat on her safety valve 
and her furnace crammed, rosin and pine.” 
Present day passengers on the fine craft of 
the great lakes are confident that they will 
tra vel quite fast enough without taking en- 
forced part in any races. 
It i not believed that the companies which 
own the rival boats will permit their Cap- 
tains to settle the question of speed su- 
premacy at the risk of théir passengers’ 
lives or peace of mind. Any passenger 
steamer which takes part in such a contest 
will lose patronage, and any Captain who 
lets his ambition get away with his com- 
mon sense to such an extent should be dis- 
charged from the service ag an unfit man 
to be trusted with the lives of passengers 
who dre dependent upon his skill and dis- 
cretion for their safety.

By a decision of the appellate division of 
the New York Supreme Court a wealthy 
Nebraska ranchman, Frank Wyant, has se- 
cured possession of his 13-months-old dangh- 
ter after a long and rather remarkable legal 
fight. The case is one in which all parents 
are likely to feel a sympathetic interest, 
The mother died ju the Bast a year ago and 
the child was placed in the care of her fäth- 
ers brother in Brooklyn.

months old her father decided to take her 


with him to his home in Nebraska, but the 
Brooklyn brother refused to give her up, 
asserting that the child was too young t 
stand so long a railway journey.

Such journeys are by no 
means infrequent and have no bad results, 
THE LAKE STREET PAVING CASE, 

Alderman Fowler organized the opposi- 
tion of property-owners on West Lake street 
against paying a special assessment for 
street paving on the ground that the eon - 
‘tractors had not done their work properly, 
In the County Court Judge Carter decided 
that the property-owners could not be com- 
pelled to pay for paving not laid according 
to contract. The State Supreme Oourt has 
now reversed this judgment and has decided 
that the owners must pay the assessment, 
This decision involves less injustice in the 
long run than the other, 

The determining factor in thie case is the 
question whether or not the contractors’ 
bonds should be paid when once issued. The 
contractors are paid in bonds falling due at a 
future date when the assessment shall have 
been collected. This paper is transferable 
and is cashed by banks and individuals who 
had nothing to do with the work which it 
represents. It would be unjust that these 
innocent parties should be made to suffer 
‘for the sigs. of the contractors, There 

should be no laches in the payment of public 
obligations. 

The Supreme Court takes the ground that 
the property-owners who are assessed are 
interested more than anybody else in seeing 
that the contractors live up to their agree- 
ment, If they see that bad work is being 
done they can have redress through the city 
authorities or in the eourts by forcing the 
contractors to do their work properly, The 
time to raise objections, the Supreme Court 
hélds, is before the work is finished, : 

This will tend to make the owners of 
abutting property more critical and prompt 
in calling a halt on bad work before the con- 
tractor has had time to draw his pay, In 
its ultimate results such a policy will be 
better than that of making innocent third 
parties suffer. If the contractors’ bonds 
were liable to be dishonored at the last mo- 
ment it would be impossible to put them on 
the market at anything like a just price, and 
this would prevent contractors from making 
reasqnable bids, The result would be that 


The Conuecticut Legislature has adopted 
a resolution providing for a convention to 
revise the State constitution. It was adopt- 
ed in 1818, and, while it has been amended 
in some particulars, there is one desirable 
change which it has been found impossible 
to make as yet. This relates to the compo- 
sition of the Lower House of the Legisia- 
ture. | 

Every Connecticut township incorporated 
prior to 1785 is entitled, regardless of its 
population, to two members, Townships 
incorporated subsequent to that date have 
a right to one member, regardless of popula- | 
tion. A few of the larger cities have been 
able to.secure a trivial increase in repre- 
sentation, but for many years a majority of 
the members of the Lower House have been 
elected by a minority of the voters. The 
country towns have lost in population and 
the cities and manufacturing towns have 
gained heayily, so that a basis of represen- 
tation which was fair enough a century ago 
has become a sort of rotten borough system. 
The situation in Oonnecticut is something 
like what it would be in Lilinois ix every 
county were entitled to two members in the 
House while Cook had only one or two ad- 
ditional on account of its large population, 
This antiquated method of choosing legis- 
lators which prevails in Connecticut would 
not be so unendurable were it not for the 
fact that the country towns do not elect so 
good men as they used to at an earlier day, 
The newcomers have neither the experience 
nor the virtue of their predecessors, It is 
believed that à fairer basis of representa- 
tion will give the State a better Legislature, 

It is not certain that the reform which is 


| hoped for can be secured. The small, de- 


caying towns, whose power it is desired to 
diminish, will elect a majority of the mem- 
bers of the constitutional convention, These 
towns have for years defeated all attempts 
to deprive them of their undue political im- | 
portance, It is not likely that they will con- 

cede now all that should beconceded. They 

may be induced, however, to allow the Low- 
er House to become a little more of a repre- 


sentative body than it is now.
